Di  Felice  told  poloff 
January  24  that  Venezuela  continues  to  support  Chilean 
Interior  Minister  Jose  Miguel  Insulza  as  President  Chavez  had 
publicly  announced.  Di  Felice  added  that  Venezuela  wants  to 
see  the  "institutional  crisis"  resolved  as  soon  as  possible 
and  favors  having  an  extraordinary  session  for  the  election 
before  the  OAS  General  Assembly  in  June  2005  in  Fort 
Lauderdale .
